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PROCEEDINGS OF THE ORDINARY MEETING HELD ON 5TH J ULY, 1950. 


Dr. V. B. Wigglesworth, F.R.S., President, in the Chair. 
Present, 73 Fellows and 14 Visitors. 


The Minutes of the Ordinary Meeting held on 7th June were confirmed and 
signed by the President. 

The names of the following candidates for election were read for the first 
time: H. Girdharlal Acharya, M. Hassan Hassanein, B.Sc., M. G. Palmer, and 
J. A. Whellan, B.Sc.

Waloff, M.Sc. 

The Secretary read the names of the following newly elected Fellows of the 
Society: H. G. Allcard, Ravenswood, Wythenshawe Road, Northenden, Man- 
chester; Dr. Wallace Peters, M.B., B.S., M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P., 175, Lauderdale 
Mansions, London, W.9; Shri Jagadish Chandra Basu Choudhuri, M.Sc., Prosad- 
pur House, Agra, India ; Prof. John Lane, Caixa Postale 998, Sio Paulo, S8.P., 
Brazil. 

Thanks were voted to donors of gifts to the Library since the last meeting. 

Mr. A. N. Clements, Dr. M. T. Gillies, Mr. J. Hobart and Miss Belinda Kemp 
signed the Obligation Book and were admitted Fellows of the Society. 

The President extended a welcome to Professor J. Kuenen of Leiden Univer- 
sity, and in doing so mentioned that he was President-elect of the [Xth Inter- 
national Congress of Entomology, due to be held in Amsterdam next year. In 
thanking the President, Professor Kuenen outlined briefly the scope of and 
arrangements for the Congress so far as they were at present known. 

Professor G. D. Hale Carpenter exhibited a unique specimen of Danaus 
chrysippus taken by Dr. H. B. D. Kettlewell at Fish Hoek, Cape Province, South 
Africa. He called attention to the indications of a row of submarginal spots 
on the fore wing, possibly indicative of its ancestry, and said that these spots 
were shown in another subspecies (D. similis petiverana) more nearly representing 
the original type from which Danaus and its ally Ewploea arose. A species of 
this latter genus having only this submarginal row of spots was also shown. 

Dr. Hugh Scott gave an account, illustrated by lantern slides, of his journey 
to the Gughé Highlands of Southern Ethiopia in 1948-49. An abstract of this 
paper appeared on pages 30-31. ; 

In the discussion which followed, Dr. Scott said, in reply to an enquiry by 
Dr. Williams, that the species of Colias occurring at these high altitudes were 
not uniformly smaller than those found elsewhere, although occasional small 
specimens were seen. Mr. Riley and Professor Carpenter enquired if any other 
Palaearctic genera occurred in these Highlands, and Dr. Scott mentioned the 
Small Copper and a subspecies of Pieris brassicae. Local representatives of the 
Carabid genus Trechus were also found on the mountaims. ; 

An enquiry having been made about the widespread native practice of bee 
keeping, Dr. Scott said he was not in a position to comment on the success or 
otherwise of the methods employed, but he had formed the impression they 
were somewhat primitive and the honey obtained generally very impure.
